Louis, is seeking a divorce and perma- 
nent alimony from her multimillionaire 
husband, Llewellyn B. Reakirt of Cin- 
cinnati, O. With former Senator Fora- 
ker of Ohio an@ Senator Stone 
of Missouri employec to guard her inter- 
ests in the courts, she is at her parents’

Edward, 5 years old. 

Reporters who called at the house 
Thursday were informed that Mrs. 
Reakirt is too ill to discuss her suit. 

“My daughter is unable to leave her 
bed because of nervousness,” said Mrs. 
Shea. “The news of her’ separation 
from Mr. Reakirt was a serious shock 
to us, as we had not been aware, until 
her: arrival Wednesday morning, that 
there was the slightest trouble.” 

Charges Cruelty and Neglect. 

Mrs. Shea said she had not questioned 
her daughter and knew go details of 
the disagreement. In the petition, filed 
at Cincinnati, Mrs. Reakirt charges 
her husband with cruelty and neglect, 
alleging that he sometimes absented 
himself from home for days at a time’ 
without any explanation of his con- 
duct. 

The divorce suit ends a romance be-

Miss Shea was spending the summer 
with her aunt, Mrs. Teresa Thompson 
of 5849 Clemens avenue, at “Fern Cot- 
tage,”’ just across the lake from Reak- 
irt’s two elegantly furnished cottages 
at Manocqua. Every morning she used 
to row across the lake for mail and all 
the cottagers turned out to see her bring 
the boat to shore .with skilful, graceful 
strokes. . 

Reakirt, who was entertaining Cincin- 
nati friends in regal style, was the most 
deeply impressed of all and lost no time 
in making the acquaintance of the 19- 
year-old beauty, of whom the cottagers 
said: ‘She swims like a water nymph 
and rows like a champion.”’ 

Marriage a Surprise. 

The climax of the acquaintance came 

in June, 1906, when Reakirt was mar- 
ried to Miss Shea in St. Louis and took 
her away to eb mistress of his home, 
“Oakwood,”’ at Clifton, a suburb of .Cin- 
cinnati.

The news that the second Mrs. Rea- 
kirt, like her predecessor, had failed 
to find happiness under ‘‘Oakwood’s’”’ 
great stone towers, came as unexpect- 
edly to their friends as the second mar- 
riage had. The petition was filed quiet- 
ly, and Mrs. Reakirt was gone before 
any questions could be asked. 

Hiches Put at $15,000,000. 

Reakirt is the son of Mrs. Loretto B. 
Gibson, reputed to be Ohio's richest 
woman, and his fortune, at the time of 
his second marriage, was variously es- 
mated at from $3,000,000 to $15,000,000, 

His first wife; Ann Howard, daughter 
of the late Gen, Howard of Dayton, O., 
divorced him in March.

Davenport had been working on the 
Hearst newspapers in this city. He 
was 44 years of age. 


Homer Calvin Davenport was a fire- 
man on a Rocky Mountain railway 
when he sent some comic sketches to 
the San Francisco Examiner. He was 
encouraged to. send more and in 18932 
abandoned railroading for cartooning 
cn the Examiner. 

When W. R. Hearst bought the New 
York Journal he took Davenport East. 
In the campaign of 18% the cartoonist 
made the first big hit of his* career 
with a cartoon of Mark Hanna in a 
suit of dollar-mark checks, with his 
foot upon the skull of labor. Subse- 
quently Davenport created a giant 
figure which has been used continuously 
since by cartoonists to typify the 
trusts. 

Had Arabian Horses.” 

Davenport imported 27 Arabian horses 
to this country in 1908. These are said 
to be the only horses that eyer I¢ft the 
desert of Arabia for Americaand the 
importation required a special order of 
the Sultan. 

At Morris Plains, N. J., the cartoonist 
maintained a stock farm which was the 
wonder of the surrounding country. 
There he _ entertained friends, wrote 
stories often and drew seldom. He pub. 
lished two books of stories, ‘““‘The Bell 
of Silverton” and “The Dollar or the 
Man.” His later newspaper connection 
was with the New York Evening Mail. 


He Was Widely Popular. 
Davenport was over 6 feet, strongly 


built and incurably boyish. Like the 
celebrated pitcher, Rube Waddell, his 
friends were kept in a ferment by his 
eccentric boyishness. In spite of which 
he was widely popular. In his early life 
he had been a jockey and a clown in a 
circus.

Claimant Awakens After Opera- 
tion to Remove Skull Pressure 
and Restore Memory.

formed on his skull by Dr. Loren J. 
Wilder, in an effort to relieve a pres- 
sure on the brain and restore the pat- 
ient’s memory. The doctors and nurses 
were grouped arcund the famous claim- 
ant’s bed at the Robert Burns Hospital, 
hoping that he would reveal his past 
and his true identity. 

lor three hours yesterday ‘“‘Kimmel” 
lay on the operating table while nis 
skull was opened in a search for a de- 
pression revealed by previous X-ray ex- 
aminations. “‘Kimmel’” had trouble with 
an ear, and the operation was at his re- 
quest. 

While sitting by the hedside of his 
patient today, Dr. Wilder cbserved him 
move slightly, and then, smile faintly. 

‘“‘How do you feel,”” Dr. Wilder asked. 

“All right,” said the patient, “but a 
trifle sick. I feel happy, though. be- 
cause it is: all over, and now I'll re. 
member everythneg. 

“Yes, you will remember,” 
Wilder, “but you must not think of 
anything just now but sleep. That will 
help you remember more quickly.” 

“All right,”’ said “Kimmel.” “I'll think 
of sleep and nothing else. Guess it is 
that anesthetic that makes me feel so 
nauseated. It was a fine job, doctor.” 

‘He doing splendidiy,"" said Dr. 
Wilder. ‘‘We expect him to tell us who 
he is at any time now.” said the head 
nurse, who directed that he be watched 
second, 

. “He is weak from the effects of the 

anesthetic, but indications are that he 

will recover and regain his memory.” 
Hopes He Can Remember, 

After being prepared for the operating 
room, the patient said: .‘‘I hope that 
the operation is successful, so that my 
memory may be restored,” 

After two hours of delicate work, a 
section of the skull was ready to he 
lifted. Dr. Wilder pried it upward and 
found the membrane which incloses the 
brain was fastened to the bone, It had 
to be cut away. The bone was lifted, 
which was considered to be proof that 
there had been a fracture of the skull, 
and that there was a pressure on the 
brain. 

There were small ridges of bone on 
the inside, where the fracture had} 
healed. A clot of blood was removed. 
Dr. Wilder ground these ridges away

Striking Suffrage Exhibit. 

One of the most striking exhibits is 
that of the Equal Suffrage League of 
St. Louis in the Law and Administra- 
tion section. Here, under the direction 
of Mrs. George Gellhorn, chairman of 
the league’s committee appointed for 
that purpose, have been erected in 
words, figures and pictures, many tell- 
ing arguments in favor of ‘‘Votes for 
Women.”’ 

Conspicuous among these are several 
cartoons by Minor, the Post-Dispatch 
cartoonist. One makes a powerful ap- 
peal for a legal aid bureau, to enable 
poor persons to obtain justice at little or 
no cost. The cartoon depicts blind Jus- 
tice reaching out a grasping, avaricious 
hand for money, when appealed to by a 
poor woman and her child. 

Another cartoon ‘appeals for a recrea- 
tion field for children. It is in two pic- 
tures, the first showing a woman ap- 
pealing to a politicfan by means of a 
petition, which he ignores. The second 
shows her winning the needed reform by 
her ballot, with the politician powerless 
in the background. 

Minor’s cartoon in the section devoted 
to arguments against child labor depicts 
a huge masculine fist threatening 4 
woman factory worker, with the order 
“Get busy!’’ And a subjoined picture 
shows the same-hand barring the sam@ 
woman from the polls, with the words, 
‘Your Place Is in the Home.”’ 

An interesting suffrage exhibit is a 
map of the United States, showing each 
distriet in which some sort of woman 
suffrage has been obtained. This terri- 
tory includes three-fourths of the states, 
but in Missouri, women have no voice 
by ballot. Louisiana is the only state in 
the. South where there is any form of 
woman suffrage. 

With the assistance of the School 
of Social Economy, interesting charts 
and maps have been prepared which 
strike an effective blow at dance 
halls, and support the plea of the Re- 
creation Commission for an adequate 
supervision of places of public amuse- 
ment. 

It is shown that as soon as a dance 
hall is established, the neighborhood 
immediately suffers from an influx of 
saloons, cafes, restaurants, lid clubs, 
cheap hotels and rooming houses. 
Statistics also are on view as to the 
merit of moving pictures seen at 
nickelodeons. 

Arguments for Supervision. 
Careful inquiry shows that 15.2 per 
cent of the pictures shown are excellent, 
34.8 per cent good, 33.4 per cent fair, and 
15.3 per cent bad, and 1.3 per cent very 
bad. These statistics were gathered by 
the School of Social Eeonomy. Numer- 
ous arguments are cited against ‘‘nick- 
elodeons,’”’ however, because of their 
poor ventilation, darkness and the op- 
portunity they may afford of leading 
young people into evil ways. 
A model of the Jewell Day Nursery, 
in New York City, complete in every 
particular, down to the tiny can of 
beans on the miniature kitchen table, is 
shown in the Day Nursery exhibit, in 
charge of Miss Marjory Hall, office sec- 
retary of the Federation of Day Nurse- 


ries, which meets at the Coliseum Thurs- 
day and Friday. 


Shows How Hundreds Live. 
Fiom Miss Hall’s model may be ob- 
tained a perfect idea of how the hun- 
dreds of babies of New York mothers 
who must work are cared for during 
the day. 

The model contains eight rooms. At 
the nursery mothers may leave their 
babies at a cost of 5 cents a day. Many 
spend their days in the New

parents’ homes. 

The high cost of living and low scale 
of wages paid by the manufacturing 
industries of the country are cited in an- 
ether exhibit. It is shown that the 
minimum amount on which a family of 
five can be supported in St. Louis is 
730 aunually; whereas, the average 
wage of 87,371 factory workers here is 
only $555 a year. This leaves a deficit 
of $225. It is made up by child labor. 
A thorough exhibit is that of the pub- 
lic schools, where virtually every branch 
of the grammar and high school work 
is shown, as well as kindergarten and 
Teachers’ College work. How backward 
pupils are trained in the school for tn- 
dividual instruction is illustrated.

MUST SWEAR TO REPLIES 

If Answers Are Made Truthfully 

Entire Methods Will Be 
Laid Bare. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispaich. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
has sent to 30,000 banks a list of ques- 
tions, the answers to which are ex- 
pected to reveal the inner workings and 
control of virtually every banking in- 
stitution of importance in the country. 
Lists of interrogations were prepared 
by expert accountants employed by the 
Investigating Committee. The questions 
cover every phase of the banking bust- 

ness. 

Through the powers conferred upon 
the committee by the President, the of- 
ficers of all banks are compelled to 


interrogations. 
To Compile Answers. 

When the answers are all in the 
hands of the committee the investigat- 
ors will cause them to be compiled In 
such a form that they will form a ba- 
sis for starting the investigation. They 
| are expected to reveal at a glance the 
connections of all banks of importance, 
and to form the ground work from 
which the committee expects to estab- 
lish what degree the interlocking sys- 
tem of directorates is responsible for 
placing the money power of the coun- 
try in the hands of a few, groups of 
financiers in Wall street. 

The bankers are required to present 
to the committes @ balance sheet of 
the conditions. o1 
April 30, 1912. ; 

This balance sheet is similar to the 
accounts given stockholders at stated 
periods. It consists of a detailed state- 
ment of all moneys on hand, loans and 
the securities by which they are guar- 
anteed and other similar data. 


Stocks and Bonds Covered. 

The second list of questions cover the 
stocks, bonds and ——- owned ‘by 
the banks. 
Ths committee ialva bankers’ to 
State the names and amounts of all 
stocks and bonds and securities owned 
by the banks, including bonds of the 
Federal, state, municipal and county 
governments and the stocks and bonds 
of other banking institutions, raWroads, 
egal, industrial,’ steamship ee 
and public service. 

The method by which acqujred, -the 
date acquired, at which value carried on 
books and the market value of each of 
these securities must be stated in all 
cases. 
The committe then asks for the names 
and amounts of securities purchased or 
otherwise acquired from any officer, 
stockholder, individual, firm or corpor- 
ation, interested in connection with the 
bank. 
The committee requires the bankers to 
State in detail the dates of purchase, the 
prices paid, the value at which they are 
carried on their books and the market 
value of each of these securities. Then 
follows a long list of interrogations 


‘concerning the loans to financial insti- 


tutions and to individual secured in 
whole or in part by stocks of financial 
institutions. 


Must Tell Secrets, 
The banks are then required to state 
a history of their syndicate and under- 
writing operations. These interrogations 
consist of many questions concerning 
the part played by the banks in under- 
writing transactions of all ciasses. 
Then comes a list of interrogations 
concerning the amounts due from other 
banks, which is followed by a list of 
questions covering the miscellaneous re- 
sources and liabilities of the banks. Un- 
der this head the banks, are required to 
state the amounts of moneys loaned to 
officers and dircctors, the amounts of 
drafts and overdrafts, etc. 
These are some of the questions. pro- 
pounded in the last schedule: 
“If another banking Institution occu- 
pies the same office state title of joint 
occupant. 
“Is it controlled or does it control this 
bank; state manner and extent of con- 
trol. 
“What institutions are affilliated with 
this institution; is stock of affilliated in- 
stitutions owned by stockholders of this 
bank; if it is a corporation to what‘ ex- 
tent, if as individuals to what extent, 
does transfer of one stock convey own- 
ership of the other, is stock held in 
trust for benefit ef stockholders of this 
bank."’ 
The bankers are asked to give a shor’ 
history of their institutions Getailing the 
number and classes of banks, if any, 
that have been merged under one head.

From New Cfrleans to 
Memphis the Isla de Luzon will be in 
charge of the Louisiana Naval Reserves, 
to whom she was assigned by the Gov- 
ernment several months ago. The Loui- 
siana men will take the Amphitrite back 
in exchange.

The drink bill in Great Britain, ac- 
cording to the statistics assembled by 
the secretary of the United Kingdom 
Alliance and published in the London 
Times, was about $25,000,000 greater in 
1911 than in 1910. It amounted to about 
$800, 000, G00. 

For the United States, it is reported 
in this week’s issue of ‘“‘The American 
Grocer,’’ the cost of alcoholic beverages 
in. 1911 was very nearly twice that of 
the United Kingdom, being estimated at 
$1,568,470,514. Very nearly $1,000,000,000 was 
paid for beer alone. From 1871 to 1880 
the average per capita consumption of 
beer was 8&.79 gallons per annum; in 1911 
it had risen to’ 20.66 gallons. 

The total value of the nonalcoholic 
stimulants consumed in America during 
1911 is estimated at $206,549,634. The per 
capita consumption of coffee is 15.56 
gallons, or very nearly that of beer.

He knew that this would be evidence 
that the old woman did not meet her 
death by accident, as he wished it be- 
lieved, and so he washed tho towel, 
thoroughly, as he thought, and hung 
it up again to dry. 

“The detection, then, of this micro- 
scopic quantity of blood, which can be 
remove@ from a fabric only by acids, 
revealed to us that Mme. Guian met 
death by the hands of a murderer. 

“But I found another piece of evi- 
dence. There was, if you will remem- 
ber, a railroad ticket picked up on the 
floor. On its hack was the imprint of 
a thumb. I compared it with that of 
Mme. Guian; it wes not hers. I threw 
its image up enormously on a lantern 
screen. I was then struck by the pe- 
culiar indentation of the little ridges 
on the inner side of the mark. Careful 
analysis of these marked ridges and a 
comparative study of the decupational 
trades which would modify the mark- 
ings of a thumb, showed me that this 
was the thumb of a man who was ac- 
tually serving as a soldier.

They had hidden in her compartment, 
and when the train had started they 
murdered her, as Prof. Reiss had in- 
dicated. The rest of the reconstruction 
was proved at the .trial of these two 
men. They both confessed, were con- 
victed and sentenced to life imprison-

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TORRAS, La., May 2.—Women scream- 
ing and men shouting as they hurried 
|into their homes and seized their chil- 
dren and valuables in their effort to 
reach places of safety and the stamped- 
ing of animals turned loose by their 
owners to seek safe places, were some 
of the chaotic conditions that prevailed 
in Torras last night when the alarm 
was sounded that the levee at the junc- 
tion of the old and new Mississippi 
rivers had given way. 

Although it had been known that sev- 
eral weak spots had developed, little at- 
tention had been paid to this by the citi- 
zens of Torras, and they were caught 
unprepared. Within a few minutes after 
the break had become known the peo- 
ple were in panic. 

Before the streets were submerged a 
majority of the inhabitants had reached 
places of safety. Three hundred women 
and children were placed aboard a freight 
train which had just arrived in Torras. 
These were taken to a point below here. 

No loss of life has been reported, but 
[t is feared some fatalities may occur in 
the interior as the water is rushing 
through the country so rapidly that suf- 
ficient warning may not have reached 
those living in districts remote from 
; wire communication. 

Millions of dollars of loss will be 
\}eaused by the devastation of some of 
the most valuable farms and plantations 
in the Sta®, it is feared, by this new 
crevasse. 

Food supplies had been massed near 
Torras by the Government in anticipa- 
tion of a break here, and those in 
charge of the work are preparing to 
give relief to 40,000 persons in this neigh- 
borheod.

tion today. From many river points 
steamers and gasoline launches arrived 
this forenoon, and five trains came to 
take aboard refugees and livestock.

There was a@ good deal of covering at thef 


decline, which carried the market into new 
low ground for the movement, as well as 
considerable buying for a reaction, and the 
market rallied to about the closing figures of 
last night before the end of the first hour. 

Trading was much less active than yes- 
terday, and the market appeared to be nerv- 
ous and unsettled, with the relatively steady 
ruling of new crop positions attributed to 
the forecast for unsettled weather, with 
showers in the Western belt. Generally clear 
weather was predicted for the Eastern belt. 

After rallying to a net advance of from 
2 to 4 points toward the end of the first 
hour, the cotton market again weakened un- 
der renewed liquidation or bear pressure with 
prices selling off to a net decline of 9 or 10 

ints. The offerings were nowhere near as 
eavy as they were yesterday, however, and 
the market steadied a couple ‘of points from 
the lowest late in the forenpon on continued 
covering. 

Trading was not active during the early 
afternoon, but the market ruled steadier on 
covering and there was evidently less long 
cotton for sale.
